Ghe Irish Gimes. 


A sovereicn, from the moment it issues from the 
mint so bright and sparkling, with edges and in- 
scription so sharp and clear, is the subject of design- 
ing manipulation. Irrespectively of fair wear and 
tear, which entails a loss considerable in the end, 
before it is consigned to the crucible again it has 
knaves of many kinds plotting against its integrity. 
There are clippers, filers, chippers, and sweaters, all 
combining to convert to their own purposes some 
portion of the real metal, and to hide their roguery 
under beeswax and some base amalgam. ‘The loss 
on gold coin is something enormous, when we re- 
member that some twenty millions are in circulation 
in England alone. But these clever artificers are not 
the only parties who can derive profit from their 
clippings. Numbers who would never dream of 
doing anything so dishonest as to clip coin profit 
very largely by the dishonesty of others. 

In country Banks, where the circulation may not 
be very large, itrarely happens but a deduction is 
made by the Bank on sovereigns for deposit, on the 
ground of deterioration, or “light weight.” The 
charge made is 6d. in the sovereign, or two and a 
half per cent. If the coin be light, of course the 
depositor must suffer ; but is there any security that 
the loss willend here? Sovereigns lodged at ten 
o'clock may be drawn out by another party at 11, 
and again lodged by a third at 12. He who takes 
gold coin from the Bank has, positively, no means of 
testing whether the gold be light or of full weight. 
The light sovereigns lodged by one man may be 
drawn out by another and lodged by a third, who 
pays, of course, the usual 6d. in the pound. It is 
quite manifest that a profitable trade, amounting, per- 
haps, to twenty or thirty per cent., may be carried 
on in this way. From the numerous complaints 
which have reached us, we believe that such is ac- 
tually the case. 

By demanding two and a half per cent., the Banks 
declare that the coin is no longer a sovereign or a 
half-sovereign. It is, then, a fictitious medium of 
circulation, and is bought by the Bank, not as a 
coin, but as so much old gold. It would tend very 
much to the security of the public if there were a 
machine for cutting or defacing sovereigns declared 
to be light. It could be done in a moment, and we 
would not have the same coin, with all its lightness, 
sent out from the Bank as a legitimate currency. 
As the Bank gives but the intrinsic value of the 
gold, it is plain no loss would be incurred by them ; itis 
equally necessary that precautions should be taken to 
protect the public. Once the coins are clipped or de- 
faced, they never again can pass current, or be called 
upon to pay, for the tenth time perhaps, a bonus of 
two and a half per cent. 
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TRINITY COLLEGE AND THE COLLEGE 
OF SURGEONS. 

We must once more notice a subject which, in de- 
ference to both common sense and justice, should 
have long since been consigned to oblivion by an ami- 
cable arrangement on the part of the Council of the 
College of Surgeous ; one to which they have been in- 
vited by the liberal spirit shown by Trinity College 
in the recognition of extra Academic Medical Schools 
in this city, and to the adoption of which they were 
recommended by a large majority of their own Fel- 
lows. 

It is well known that there are two distinct me- 


idieal corporate bodies in our city—one our time- 


honoured University ; the other, an Institution of 
which we have just reason to be proud--the Irish 
College of Surgeons. In the one, our pupils proceed 


to their Degree in Medicine; in the other, they 
bata : obtained their License to practise Sur- 
y years past, the student and 
parent have ious inconvenience inflicted on 
them, the one in having to attend, and the other to 
pay for, two distinct and separate courses of lec- 
tures on identically the same subjects,delivered by the 
respective Professors in these two National 
Iystitutions, . because one College would not 
recognise or receive the certificates for 
attendance on lectures delivered by the Professors in 
the other. ‘The result was, that the student who 
pursued his medical studies in the school of the 
University had to seek his surgical license either in 
England or Scotland ; and he who studied in schools 
attached to the College of Surgeons in Ireland, in 
like manner, had to seek his medical degree in these 
countries also ; so that, even in this instance, Eng- 
land and Scotland benefited by the fact that Irish- 
men seem incapable of being united on any one 
point, save the right to differ.

Our duty now is to consider how this olive branch; 
corporation, was received by the 

other. The affairs of the College of Surgeons, in 
virtue of the provisions contained in their supple- 
mental charter, are entrusted to the charge of a 
Council of 19, who, with the President and Vice- | 
President,21 in all, are annually elected from among st 
the Fellows at large, by ballot. It soon became 
known to the general body of the Fellows at large 
that serious differences of opinion existed amongst 
their Council, as to the measure of reciprocity to be 
dealt out to the University, in exchange for its wn- 
conditional and all but unrestricted recognition of the 
lectures delivered in the College and other schools ; 
a large portion, but, unfortunately, not the majority, 
being for meeting it with a perfect reciprocity, and 
recognising the lectures of the University Professors 
as full qualification to entitle the candidates to seek 


i eee - k if only the tem ereignty of idol 
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It can hardly be of us that we should forget 
what the action of Rome has been in these islands since 
Innocent XI. implored James II. to grant him the power 
of introducing into England a single ecclesiastical dele 
gate, until the other day when Pius IX. divided England 
into twelve Bishoprics and one Archbishopric, and 
nominated Cardinal Wiseman to be Archbishop of 


Westminster. Throughout this long period the Roman 
Catholic ¢ t has ever been among us one of conten. 
tion and Still, we do not wish to revert in the 


smallest degree to the persecuting system of former 
days. The penal laws against the Irish Roman Catholics , 
although but a pale copy of the hideous picture which 
successive Popes had drawn with bloody finger in 
every country where they had the upper hand, 
were bad enough. Protestants of this generation, 
however, decline to follew any further the frightful 
teaching of the Papal Court, and regret that their 
fathers even in bygone days looked in this respect rather 
to the practice of the Vatican than the spirit of the 
Gospel. It is our wish, as far as may be, entirely to 
dissociate the religious from the political thread in this 
tangled web. We would leave our Roman Catholic 
countrymen to their form of faith, but we would con- 
sider tlie question of the Papal States exactly as we 
would consider the question of Modena, Parma, or Tus- 
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their Surgical License. In this proposal the majority 
would not concur ; the result of which proceeding 
on the part of the Council was, that the Fellows 
of the College, availing themselves of a clause 
in the charter to that effect, called on the President 
to convene a meeting of the Fellows at large, when by 
a large majority they rejected a resolution proposed 
by a member of the Council, which offered a limited 
recognition to Trinity College, and by an equally 
large majority carried a resolution recommending 
the Council to reciprocate the good feeling of the } 
University by an unrestricted recognition of the 
lectures delivered by the Professors in Trinity Col- 
lege. This resolution, we repeat, was not only passed 
by a large majority of the Fellows present at the 
division, but was, in addition, supported by the 
written recommendation of a very large proportion 
of those Fellows who were prevented, either by their 
professional duties or the distance at which they re- 
sided, from attending the meeting. Notwithstand- 
ing this declaration of opinion, the small majority of 
the Council not only refused to adopt the line of 
conduct recommended to them by their constituents, 
but absolutely passed, adopted, and acted upon that 
very resolution which had been rejected by the large 
body of the Fellows! 

In the discussion before the Fellows, one gentle- 
man advanced the startling proposition that the Pro- 
fessors in the School of the University were unfit 
to teach Surgery---that they were incapable of doing 
so! <A school that ranks Professors Cusack, Stokes, 
Smith, Apjohn, M‘Dowall, Churchill, Osborne, 
and others of equal fame, amongst its staff, re- 
quires not to be vindicated from such an aspersion. 
The Fellows of the College, not satisfied with this 
decision of the Council, at their recent quarterly 
meeting have again referred the subject back to the 
Council for reconsideration, with a strongly-worded 
recommendation that full justice should be done the 
Professors in the University School, and that their 
certificates should be received as qualifications for 
candidates seeking the License of the College of 
Surgeons. The regulation at present in force, when 
coupled with the assertion that the Professors in the | 
University are unable to teach Surgery, can be looked 
on in no other light than that of a censure, as it in- 
sists on the student attending, during one session, 
in one of the College of Surgeons’ schools, lectures 
on Anatomy, Demonstrations and Dissections, 
Physiology and Surgery. Were it intended but asa 
counterpoise to the annus medicus required in the 
University, why demand more than two courses of 
lectures?---why not leave them to the pupils’ own 
election ?---why lay down, inset terms of what lee- 
tures they must consist ? 

We find it stated in a contemporary that the reso- 
lution adopted at the late meetingof the Fellows of 
the College of Surgeons was carried by clamour, and 
that numbers of the Fellows left the scene without 
recording their votes. The first part of this statement 
is not consistent either with the dignity or true 
interests of the medical profession. As to the asser- 
tion that numbers of the Fellows who attended that 
meeting left it for any reason without recording their 
votes, we are in a position to make this statement : 
sixty-five Fellows attended the meeting; of these, 
fifty recorded their votes; two, from their official 
station, are debarred from voting (the President 
and Secretary to Council); so that but thirteen are 
to be accounted for; of these, the majority had 
expressed in writing their concurrence with the 
views entertained by their brother Fellows; and, 
in our opinion, the absence of the rest from the 
division is to be accounted for by the pressure of 
professional engagements elsewhere, which pre- 
vented their waiting on a meeting commencing at 
two o'clock, and not terminating until near six o'clock. 
The majority in the Council hostile to the twice- 
expressed views of the Fellows were supported by 
eight other Fellows, making their gross number 
eighteen, whilst thirty-two votes were recorded 
against them. We trust, therefore, that this long- 
agitated question will at length be harmoniously 
settled; that the Council, as in honour, principle, 
and policy bound, will accept the views of the 
Fellows, and carry them out in their integrity. But, 
if they are unable to reconcile themselves to this, 
we point out the constitutional alternative—Resig- | 
nation of their trust into the hands of their con- 
stituents. 
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The Times on the Papal Question :--- 


Why should England fight forthe Pope? There are 
some among our Irish fellow-subjects who appear to be 
of opinion that our partisanship for the Holy See should 
go to even this length. We are about 30,000,000 of 
people, more or less, in these islands,and what isthe pro- 
portion among us of those who admit the pretensions of 
the Vatican to give laws tothe human race? Not a 
fourth—clearly, not a fourth. Now, we presume that 
even the most ardent sectaries—let us say Dr. Wiseman 
or Dr. Cullen— would scarcely contend that among this 
fourth there is found any superior intelligence, or 
wealth, or capacity for appreciating the df of 

ie, affairs, such as might compensate for their in- 
feriority in numbers. In point of fact, the great bulk 
of the Roman Catholic population of these islands 
must be sought for in the peasantry of the Southern 
and Wester n districts of Ireland, against whom, as 
a body, we would not say one word calculated to 
give offence, but we entirely deny that they ought to 
be considered as the arbiters of the nation’s destiny. 
If, then, it be the will—the clear and well-defined will—of 
the majority , not to interfere in the 
the sake of restoring to the tempo 


hope to bind the majority. Nor can it be y 
im that the majority should silence, or dissem- 
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cany. If it be that the unfortunate inhabitants of the 
Papal States have, as they say, since 1815 been groan- 
ing under a despotism the like of which has never been 
known in modern times in the most despotically go- 


verned country in Europe, is it for us to assist in sub- 
jecting them again to the hands of the gaoler\ and 
executioner, from which they have just es- 
caped? Who is to be the judge of fhe truth 
of these allegations? Are Dr. Cullen and his 
friends, or the inhabitants of the Pontifical States, the 
best judges in this matter? When the late Daniel 
O’Connell was rousing the Irish peasantry to insurrec- 
tion against the Government of Great Britain, what 
would the Irish agitators have said to a meeting at 
Stockholm or Berlin for the parpose of declaring that 
never had the world seen anything so gentle, patient, 
and long-suffering as British rule throughout Ireland ? 
Such a meeting would have been the precise counter- 
part of the demonstration which was made on Monday 
morning last, in Marlborough-street Cathedral, Dublin, 
under the presidency of Dr Cullen, —— . 

Asa question of principle, we think it is clearly 
established that the Italian people should be left to 
settle their affairs in their own way. As a quéstion of 
fact we take it that the Pontifical States are as ill and 
as oppressively governed as the worst governed State in 
Europe. As a question of policy, Protestant England 
is not so enamoured of the Papal system as to be will- 
ing in the Pope’s cause to trample fact and principle 
under foot. We observe that one speaker at these Irish 
demonstrations exalts the grievance of an Irish tenant as 
far greater than that of any subject of the Pope. That 
form of grievance certainly could not be very general ir 
the Papal States, for throughout a large portion of them 
the soil is out of cultivation altogether ; and had any of 
these Irish patriots been Papal subjects, and made a 
charge of this kind against their Government, they would 
most certainly have been imprisoned for their pains. 
It may be accepted as some sort of evidence that the 
Roman subjects were not in love with their Government 
that for many years past their submission was only 
ensured by the\ presence of Austrian soldiers at Bologna 
and Ancona, and of French soldiers at Rome. Are 
thes¢ things facts ? If they are facts, what a position 
is that of the Irish agitators who now assert the ob- 
ligation of suppressing the liberties of another nation 
by the cartridge and the bayónet, and those used by 
the hands of foreign soldiers! Impulsive and unreflect- 
ing as we know our Irish fellow-subjects sometimes 
are, we cannot accept this iaea as their own. They are 
in this matter simply in the bands of their priests, and 
their priests feel in their own hearts that the spiritual 
and’ temporal power of their chief are more closely 
bound together than they care to confess before the world. 
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The Daily News on Lord Cowley’s Visit to Lon- 
don :--- 

Nothing can be more natural than that the presence 
in London of our Ambassador to the French Court 
should attract notice and be followed by speculation 
In less eventful times than these Lord Cowlcy’s visit 
would strongly excite curiosity and tempt conjecture. 
It is desirable, however, to keep the political atmos- 
phere free from vain and misleading rumours, of which 
several have heen rife within these fuw days. Without 
troubling ourselves with their specific refutation, we 
have to state distinctly that Lord Cowley did not come to 
London on any mission, and further that he brought no 
propositions fr im the Government of France. Having re- 
moved a ground of misconception, we may safely leave 
Lord Cowley’s journey to the reflection of the public, 
which does not require to bereminded that it is the duty 
of an ambassador at all times and in all places to seize 
evry opportunity to cultivate a good understanding 
between the two Courts with which he is connected, 
any more than it needs to be told that the line of policy 
upon which the Emperor of the French has entered in 
Italy is one which our Government must watch with 
deep interest. ‘The Cabinet is doubtless in much fuller 
possession of the views and purposes of the French 
Government than it was before Lord Cowley’s visit ; 
and if, as we have the strongest reason to believe, the 
existing state of facts offers an opportunity of drawing 
the two countries into closer relations of amity, with 
honour and advantage to themselves and the world, 
we ure quite sure that the nation will expect the Go 
vernment sedulously to improve it.

from the rumours and gossip of the last three or tour 
weeks one great fact—the increased cordiality of the 
relations between France and England.

The mutual irritation that characterised the lang uage 
of the two peoples would not last long without 
leading to something worse. A change for the better 
or an open rupture were the alternatives that 
iresented themselves. Fortunately for Italy and for 
curope the thundercloud has passed away without 
bursting ; and peace is once more the mot d’ordre 
across the water. Without attempting to throw cold 
water on the efforts that have brought about this 
liappy result, we are yet anxious to know by what 
eans it has been achieved. It is impossible to belie ve 
that the Emperor Napoleon varies his programme with 
gvery passing breeze from east or west. We may rely 
upon it that if it suits him to throw over Austria and 
the Pope, and to fling himself into the arms of Lord 
Palmerston, there must be some very sound reason for 
the apparent contradiction. He, at least, will give 
nothing for nothing. What, then, is the compromise 
that has been made? What is the price we are to pay ’ 
Do we go hand in hand and foot by foot, as two great 
nations should when equally intent upen a common ob- 
ject? Orare we following in the wake of our “ formid- 
able ally ?” Are we, in short, purchasing friendship at 
the cost of independence? It is quite possible that the 
French Emperor is dealing with us ina spirit of trank- 
hess and loyalty. He knows probably better than 
any Frenchman the value of the English alliance. 
He knows also that to obtain our sympathy, and to 
avoid the obstacles which the mere expression 
of an unfavourable opinion in England would raise to 
his efforts to extricate himself from the Italian difficulty, 
he must act up to his promises to the people of Italy.

FRANCE. 
Panis, Tourspay.—The object of Lord Cowley’s mis- 
sion to London was to resume the objects between Eng- 
land and France which were initiated by the former 
Power, but interrupted by the opposition of Count 
Walewski. The basis of these negociations, was the 
principle of non-intervention with regard tothe affairs 
of Central Italy. France, now adopting the same basis, 
is desirous that the whole of Enrope should give its 
formal adhesion to that principle. With this view 
Lord Cowley was solicited to sound the 
feelings of the British Cabinet, as to the 
advisability of addressing collective notes to the 
European Cabinet. In this note an infraction of the 
principle of non-intervention was to be treated as a 
casus belli. The British Cabinet, whilst expressing 
its readiness to support the principle of non-interven- 
tion, either at the Congress or in its communications 
with foreign Powers, pointed out the impossibility of 
the Cabinet pledging itself, without the consent of 
Parliament, to a course which might possibly involve 
hostilities. The feeling of the Northern Courts gave 
rise to some fear that Europe would not tacitly submit 
to so threatening an intimation, and which implied 
the adoption of principles opposed tothe independence 
of every State which possesses the right of forming 
such alliances as it may think'pr oper, and at its own risk 
and peril. The British Cabinet, having thus declined 
the propositions to enter into engagements having 
such an important bearing, the question of an early 


meeting of the Congress is again revived. 
Rumours are rife as to the probability of the Pope 


changing his attitude, and that the language of his 
Holiness has already become more moderate. It is be- 
lieved, says the Times’ correspondent, that Cardinal 
Antonelli will retire,and also that an arrangement had 
been concluded between the Wnglish and French Govern- 
ments, by whichiron will be admitted into France on 
payment of a moderate duty ; also, that French wine will 
be received into England on the same terms.

The petition was filed on the 24th 
Deeember, 1848, by Leah Kernaghan, the widow and execu- 
trix of ‘Thomas Kernaghan, timber and iron merchant, of 
Enniskillen and Sligo, deceased, against Joshua Kell, 
Richar-; Gordon, and James Duncan, the trustees of a certain 
deed oftrust, dated 2nd Feb.. 1848, executed for the benefit 
of the creditors of the testator, and it prayed that it might 
be referred to one of the masters of the court to take an ac- 
count of all the trust property which came into the trustee’s 
hands under this deed, end how it was managed and dis- 
posed of bythem. It sought also an account, not oaly of the 
funds received, but what might have been received but for 
their default, and the default of their agent, and prayed that 
certain bills ef costs of John Marray, the agent and solici- 
tor for the trustees, should be referred for taxation. 

The case was of a most voluminous and intricate cha: ac- 
ter. The plaintiff's briefs were bound in large books, which 
contained somewhere about 400 pages of printed matter. 

_ From the statement of the Attorney-General, the fullowing 
ig a brief outline of the case :'— i 

The deceased gentleman, Mr. Thomas Kernaghan, was an 
extensive timber and iron merchant, carrying on business in 
s of Enniskillen and Shgo, and in the latter town 
also carried on trade as corn merchants, under the 
fi?th of William Kernaghan and Company. The testator, for 
very many years, was successful in his own trade, and realised 
a great deal of property of various kinds, but unfortunately 
his sons were not so successful, and in or about the year 1847 
were obliged to stop paymert, and subsequently became bank- 
rupts. For some time previous to the failure of the firm of 
William Kernaghan and Company, Mr. T. Kerhaghan had 
dealings with them to a considerable extent, but did not 
know to what extent his affairs were involved with 
theirs unto their failure, when he ascertained, for the first 
time, that his own affairs were likely to be seriously 
affected by the bankruptcy, in consequence of which it 
was found necessary to call a meeting of creditors, in order to 
see what it was best to have done under the circumstances. 
At this time Mr. Thomas Kernaghan was indebted to the 
Bank of Ireland to the amount of about £34,000, and to the 
Provincial Bank in a sum of about £21,090, besides various 
other liabilities, but had very considerable property, which, it 
was calculated, would pay all his creditors at least 13s. in the 
pound, and leave a surplus in his favour. Mr. Thomas Ker- 
naghan, accordingly, called his creditors together, and they 
agreed to accept 13s. in the pound, in full of their demands ; 
and it was arranged that the trast deed, the subject of the 
suit, should be executed to carry out the various proposed 
trusts. Messrs. Kelly, Gordon, and Duncan, representing 
the various banks, were nominated trustees, and the deed 
was executed, and under it Mr. John Murray, son of Mr. 
Robert Murray, of the Provincial Bank, was appointed 
agent and solicitor to manage the trust estate. ‘The petition 
alleged that Mr. Murrav procured himself to be appointed 
agent and solicitor by threatening to make Mr. Kernaghan a 
bankrupt if he was not appointed ; and further stated, that i. 
was altogether owing to hi: mismanagement of the trust pro- 
perty that the necessity for the present suit arose. ‘These 
allegations were, however, wholiy denied at the other side. 
The deed of trust, which was dated the 2nd February, 1848, 
and further affirmed by articles dated in June, 1848, was 
made between Mr. Thomas Kernaghin of the first part, 
Messrs. Kelly, Gordon, and Duncan, the trustees, of the second 
part, and the several creditorsof the third part; and after 
reciting Mr. Kernaghan’s property, and the agreement to 
assign it for the benelit of his creditors, with power of sale, 
&c., it authorised the trustee: to receive rents and collect 
debts, &c., and then to pay the costs incurred in the first 
instance; certain remuneration to the trustees in the next 
place; an allowance to Mr. Kernaghan; and to divide the 
balance amongst the creditors until they each got 13s. in 
the pound on foot of their demands. to be paid proportionrlly, 
and without preference, &c.; with a further trust as to the resi- 
due, if any. to Mr. Kernaghanfor his own use. The deed 
made certain necessary provisions for the proof of debts, re- 
ferring questions in dipsute to arbitratiov,éc.,and requirel that 
the truatees should keep proper books of account, and that their 
accounts should be regularly audited every six months by 
Mr. Robert Murray,-the manager of the Provincial Bank, 
and Mr. Robert Curry. It further appeared that the trust 
roperty was handed ovcr to the trustees through their agent, 
fr. John Murray, in February, 1858; and that the trustees, 
by their agents, proceeded to realise it, and had 
paid the ereditors, from time to time divi ends, on 
account of their demands, amounting in the whole to asum of 
about 9s. in the pound ; and the petition alleged that if the 
trust property had been properly managed, and proper books 
were kept, the creditors ought to have Dé Tong since paid | 
off the full amount of the composition of 13s. in the pound 
which had been stipulated for, and that there would have 
been a large balance to which the petitioner would be entitled, 
as the representative of the late Mr. Kernaghan. It was also 
alleged, in support of the petition. that the amounts furnished 
were inaccurate, and that the trusts of the deed were not 
properly carried out. On the part of the various respondents 
it was insisted by their pleadings that the trusts of the 
deed were fairly and proper'y carried out, and that the ac- 
counts were not only well kept, bat regularly audited, closed, 
and settled from time to time, and could not now be re- 
opened ; and that the reason the creditors had only got 9s. in 
the pound up to the present time was, that the value of the 
trust property was much over-estimated, and did not produce 
what it was stated to be worth in many instances. ‘The im- 
putations of misconduct on the part of Mr. John Murray were 
all most strongly denied by the affidavits relied on in support 
of the case of the respondents.

ROLLS COURT—Yesrerpay. 
Smith v. Smith. 

This was an appeal from the decision of Master Murphy, 
calling upon the court to set aside that part of his order 
which had declared that the mortgage debts of the testator, 
Jeremiah Smith, were payable out of his personal estate. It 
appeared that the testator died in 1857, leaving two denomi- 
nations of land, each subject to a mortgage, to two persons, 
and he provided specially in his will that his debts and 
legacies should be liquidated by the residue of his personal 
estate. It had been declared by the Master that the devisees 
of the denominations of land were entitled to have the mort- 
gage debts paid out of the personalty, the effect of which 
was, that the personal estate was insufficient for the pay- 
ment of the debts due to the other legatees. 

The Court affirme the order of the Master.

Counsel for the Earl of Gosford moved that the plaibtifts 
should be compelled to furnish a proper bill of particulars, 
detailing the several items, dates, and transactions connected 
with the affidavit of the noble lord, which, amongst other 
things, stated that he had no personal knowledge of the 
account furnished, which properly belonged to the regimental 
quartermaster’s and the paymaster’s departments ; that upon 
being furnished with the account, he (Lord Gosford) had 
examined it with those officers, and the result 
of their inspection of the bill was, that his lordship was of 
Opinion the regiment was not indebted to the plaintiffs, as 
averred, en foot of the account. Counsel stated that it 
would be impossible to plead in the case, unless a proper bill 
was furnished, detailing the different dates and particular al- 
leged items for which the regiment was indebted. It appeared 
that the two first items in the account were merely entered as 
“to b ilance for colours, £2:\—to ditto for band, £69,” without 
giving any dates whatever of the time when they were pur- 
chased.

ALARMING; AND DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN THE

walls. The fire is supposed to have originated in the 
thatch, and tp be the work of an incendiary, the re- 
sidence being a thatched cottage. 
That very, energetic officer, Sub-inspector Ireland 
accompanied by Head-constab'e Williams, and a bedy 
of police, wete soon on the spot, to witness the debris, 
and institute ev possible inquiry regarding the cas

We read in a Canadian letter a report of a speech 
made by this “ madcap Governor” (as he calls himself) 
to some students.

é It would be with an aching heart, it would be with 
a wild fever passion, that I could be forced to strike 
against the bosom of my own countrymen of New Eng- 
land. New. York, Pennsylvania, or Ohio ; but if I could 
only be relieved from that struggle, 1 would gladly take 
the alternative of a war with England. (Applause.) 
My heari would leap to that alternative like a bride- 
groom to his chamber. (Applause.) Fred. Douglass says 
he is bound for England. Lethim. Oh! if I had had one 
good, long, low, black, rakish, well-armed steamer in 
Hampton-roads, I would have placed her on thie 
Newfoundland banks, with orders that if she found a 
British packet with that negro on board, to take him. 
(Tremendous applause.) And by the eternal Gods he 
should heve been taken—taken with very particular 
instructions not to hang him before I had the privilege 
of seeing him well hang. (Laughter and applause. ) 
Then, then, if Queen Victoria called upon my prince, 
Mr. Buchanan—(the remainder of this sentence,was 
lost iuthe applause). I hope I would have-said that all 
he could do was what he said he could do at Harper’s 
Ferry. (Lavghter.) If the British Minister had de- 
manded that the madcap Governor should be given to 
the British líon, I would just deliberately have referred 
the question toyou.

GREAT SHIP COMPANY—RESIGNATION OF 
THE DIRECTORS. 

At a mecting of the shareholders, held on Wednesday 
afternoon, at the London Tavern. 

Mr. Yates, the secretary, read the following report:— 

“The whole course of events in connection with the 
progress of the Great Eastern, from the time of her 
leaving her moorings at Deptford until her arrival in 
Southampton Water, is so well known from the able re- 
ports of the public press, that your directors consider any 
recapitulation perfectly unnecessary. 

“ The accounts, as circulated amongst the proprietors, 
show the financial position of the company, as it actually 
stands, and the questions at issue with the contractor 
being now under arbitration, your directors refrain 
from allusion to the matters in dispate with Mr. J. 
Scott Russell. 

“ The policy and the anxiety of your directors in hav- 
ing the ship completed, and her qualities tested within 
the earliest possible period, were fully explained to the 
shareholders at a previous meeting. Although the unto- 
ward accident and delays have not diminished the re- 
liance of your directors on the ultimate success and 
national importance of the Great Eastern, they cannot 
conceal from themselves that diversity of opinion and 
much dissatisfaction exist among the shareholders, from 
eauses over which your directors have no control ; and 
they have, therefore, unanimously come to the resolu- 
tion, that it is due to you and to themselves to place their 
resignation in your hands, and they only retain office 
until you appoint their successors. , 

“ The anditors retire by virtue of the provisions of the 
articles of association, and your directors have resolved 
that a special meeting of the sharcholders shall be con- 
vened for Wednesday, the 25th inst., for the purpose of 
e‘ecting directors and auditors, and for such other 
business as may oecur. 

“Owing to the unforeseen circumstances before 
referred to, your directors have been obliged to exercise 
the borrowing powers of the company tothe extent 
of £40,000, on mortgage of the ship, the loan of 
which sum has been obtained from friendly sources, for 
six months, at tne rate of 7) per cent. per annum, sub- 
ject to a rebate at therate of 2) per cent., should the 
company elect to pay off the loan before the expiration 
of that period. 

“It will be seen, on reference to the financial state- 
ment and balance-sheet, that 303,758 shares have been 
allotted ; so.that if the balance of the shares, 26,242 (to 
complete capital to £330,000), could be placed, it would 
not be necessary toraise any large amount to clear off 
the existing mortgage, and enable the ship to be sent 
on her first mercantile voyage—bearing in mind the 
fact that there are stores on board the vessel of every 
description amply sufficient for an American trip. 
it willbe forthe shareholders to decide whether the 
present mortgage shall be continued, or, if otherwise 
how the requisite amount shall be raised to pay it off 
and to provide what further funds may be wanted.” , 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report 
gaid—At the proper time and place I shall be prepared 
to prove—Ist. That having regard to the limited time 
uvailable to secure the completion of the ship, so as to 
casure the American season, recruit the finances of the 
company arising from small capital and short subscri p- 
tions, we had no other alternative than the course taken 
to embrace these ends. 2. That the adoption ofany 
other course but prompt completion would have left us 
financiaily now in no better position than our present, 
having deprived us of the fruits of the American trip, 
which, but for the accident, would have been secured, 
nil the knowledge now possessed by actual test of re 
qucremeats not contemplated in the contract, and which, 
under any circumstances, would have to be discovered. 
3. That weare precluded, by the position in which the 
arbitration stands, from communicating what we know 
would be satisfactory and gratifying to the shareholders 
as to the Board of Trade requirements, and the complete 
equipment of the ship for sea. 4. Generally, I shall 
be prepared to prove that in every act, inevery decision, 
the best interests of the shareholders alone influenced 
me aud the majority of my colleagues, and whatever 
confidence or merit was awarded, as before the accident, 
we are still entitled to. 5. ‘That in reference to a pam- 
phiet addressed to the shareholders by Mr. Lazarus 
Simon Magnus, I shall be prepared to prove that the 
statements contained init are made on the suppression 
of important facts, and are unfounded, and I gherefore 
request you to suspend your judgment until this is 
done on the said pamphlet. 

Mr. Talbot seconded the motion. 

; Mr. W. Hawes moved, and Mr. John Ficld seconded, 
au amendment, providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of investigation, consisting of five members to 
be named, and that the meeting be adjourned to the 
25th instant, to receive a report on the sale and charter 
of the ship. 

The Rev, W. Nicholson to address the 
mecting ina state of high excitement, but, in conse- 
quence ol the terrific uproar which prevailed, waived 
his right to speak for the present.

FRIEND OF THE CLERGY CORPORATION. 

A meeting was held yesterday, in the Rotundo, for 
the purpose of proposing a plan of united public advo- 
cacy of the Friend of the Clergy Corporation, London, 
and of the Dublin, Glendalagh, and Kildare diocesan 
Clergy, Widows’ and Orphans’ Society. The atten- 
dance was not as numerous as was expected. 

The following gentlemen occupied scats upon the 
platform :—His Grace the Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Rt. Hon. J. Napier, the Very Rev. the Dean of 
Ardagh, the Archdeacon of Dublin, the Archdeacon of 
Glendalagh, Rev. Dr. Sadlier, Lieut.-Col. Lewis, Rev. 
C. Wolsely, Rev. BR. Blurdell, Rev. J. J. Macsorley, Rev 
G. Patton. Alderman Atkinson, Rev. G. Agres, Rev. 
li. V. White, Rev. D. Little, Rev. W. Stevenson, John 
Whittington, Esq., Rev. — Whittington, Rev. T. Long, 
Rev. E. O'Meara, Rev. W. Flemyng, Rev. H. G. Carroll, 
Rev. Alexander Pollock, Rev. A. Campbell, Rev. Alex- 
ander Leaper, Charles P. Croker, Esq., M.D. 

Shortly after one o'clock the chair was taken by 

His Grace the Arcustsnor of Duais. 

His Lordship, in rising to address the meeting, said— 
It is unnecessary for me to say anything respecting the 
general objects of this meeting, for you must be all 
aware of them already, and as for the details they will 
be laid before you by others ; but I wish to cbserve that 
it has always been impressed upon my mird, 
as a very disgraceful thing to the Church, 
that from time to time should be made 
calls for the relief of individual clergymen in distress, or 
whose families, widows, and orphans have been left des- 
titute. I have always thought that it would be far 
better that provision should be. made for ther, and 
in that way avoid the indelicacy of exposing their con- 
dition before the public, or compelling them to solicit 
subscriptions through the newspapers. If a fund were 
provided to meet the necessities of such persons, I think 
it would be much more creditable to the Church itself, 
and much more acceptable to the recipients themselves. 
Í must also say, that we have need to be reminded that 
the Roman Catholics and other dissentients have to main- 
tain the whole of their clergy, and to defray the whole 
expenses of their respective churches, without the aid of 
any endowments ; and if they, the members of the Es- 
tablished Church, fall short in supplementing the endow- 
ments when called upon to do [so, they’ no doubt ex- 
posed themselves to the reproach and scorn of the other 
partics ; and they would use, as an argument against 
the Church itself, the beggarly and inadequate support 
afforded to the clergy. I hope that the feelings which 
Í have given expression to are strongly participated in 
by all present, and by those who are absent too, and 
whom I would be happy to see here. 

The Rev. Richard Whittington was then introduced 
to the meeting as a deputation from the Friend of the 
Clergy Corporation. He said it was with diffidence 
that he appeared before them to make some obscrvations 
on behalf of the important society which he represented: 
first, because he was a very humble representative of 
that body ; and, next, because he knew that he was not 
possessed of those powers of eloquence which were so 
common in this country. He would, however, take that 
opportunity to thank the Dean of St. Patrick’s, and his 
other kind friends among the clergy, who, by giving him 
the use of their pulpits, enabled him to plead the cause 
which was now brought before them. It was not his 
intention to detain them with a lengthened speech, but 
mercly to place before them the objects and the 
working of the society he _ represented. ‘The 
Friend of the Clergy Corporation was established 
in the winter of 1849, and had there especial objects— 
the granting of permanent pensions to the widows and 
orphans of the clergy of the United Church of England 
and ireland ; for, up-to the formation of this society, 
there had been no large and general society which en- 
folded within. its sympathies that very important class 
—the widows and orphaus of distressed clergymen who 
had laboured in ireland. There was another valuable 
society of this description here—the Diocesan Society, 
but its sphere was limited, and on many occasions it 
partook rather of the character of a benevolent than an 
eleemosynary society. In the former society large pen- 
sions were given, ranging from £30 to £40 a year, ac- 
cording to the ages of the recipients. There were, 
however, aconsiderable number of applicants for relief, 
and at present no less than 130 unsuccessful ones ; but 
though the committee were quite anxious to relieve as 
many as possible, still they thought it better to afford toa 
certain number relief, to the extent of £30 or £40 a-year, 
than to increase the number, and give but a partial 
relief to each. (Hear, hear.) Another object ‘was to 
grant temporoary relief to the distressed families of 
clergymen. He could, as a member of the committee, 
give numberless instances of the necessity which ex- 
isted for the extension of such relief, but he would leave 
that duty to others. Another object of the society was, 
the granting of loans to distressed clergymen. ; Those 
who knew the difficulties with which a hard-working 
clergyman had to contend, and who was living upon a 
small income, could well understand the benefit which 
he would derive from the loan of a small sum—even so 
small a sum as £10. Imagine the case of a poor clergy- 
man, with six or seven children, who wanted to send a 
child into the world, but who had not the means to do so. 
iow grateful would he be for the loan of even £10, to 
enablejhim tocarry out his object! These, then, were 
the three especial and important objects for which the 
society was established. He could tell them many facts, 
as he had said, to illustrate his statenvents, but he did 
not think it necessary to do so. Much had been said 
about the incgmes of the clergy, but the most rigid re- 
formers could not seek fso reduce even the incomes of 
the dignitaries lower sthan was consistent with the 
demands which charity m we upc n tiem, and the proper 
upholding of their positions. But if there were some 
cases in which a more equal distribution of income were 
desirable, he would be sorry to see what are called 
prizes for hard-working clergy. He regretted, however, 
to be compelled to state ,that out of the 24,000 clergy- 
men in England and [reland, the salaries of nearly one- 
half of them did not average £100. The reverend gen- 
tleman having then alluded to the propriety of clergy- 
men insuring their lives, so as to make 
some provision for their families, said he regretted 
tostate that the annuities were yearly increasing, but it 
was, at the same time, a thing for which they should feel 
thankful to the Almighty, that so many gentlemen of 
independent means were of going into the Church, 
and briaging into it much more than they received out 
of it. In England, there were many likely to 
come under the operation of the society, but while they 
rejoiced in the fact that churches were rising every- 
where, they could not forget that these churches were 
being builtin densely-populated parts, and where the 
voluntary system was not at all likely to he fully carried 
out, so that wereit not for the existance of their

He also con- 
sidered it a matter of great public policy to connect the 
Irish branch with the English one. They belonged to 
the one Church, and they were all citizens of the one, 
empire andeverything which contributed to draw the 
bonds which connected the two countries closer should 
be encouraged by all well-wishers of both. But 
it was the duty of the laity, especially, to 
take this matter up. Ore thing on whic 
members of the Reformed Church pride them 
was this, that ite ministers were enabled to m “ 
and that in becoming hushands they possessed the sym- 
pathies and the deep feelings of human nature. But see 
the position in which the clergy are placed. They have 
families, many of them large ones, while their means 
are gen y very limited. And it so happens, too, that 
should any clergyman engage in any of those courses of 
life by which he could make some money, he would be 
at once universally condemned as being unworthy ot his 
profession. But who that knew the difficulties under 
which poor clergymen were placed, could refuse his sym- 
pathy with them. How often did the poor and 
well-educated mother struggle to give her child 
as good an education as she herself received, but really 
without the means to do so. If the laity desire to have 
a married clergy,a means of permanent support for the 
children should be provided. With their present limited 
means it certainly was not possible for them to make 
Moreover, the law did nut 
allow them to embark in business, but positively 
enjoined them not to do so, and to confine themselves 
to their especial calling. While in Parliament he 
thought it his duty to look over the names of the 
clergy in the several dioceses, and he found that in some 
of them the average income of the rectors was only 
£120 a year, while on the entire the average was only 
£200. Surely no one should say that this was proper 
remuneration for their services? Why, the other day, 
he saw an advertisement for a head porter in the Col- 
lege, and the salary was £200. —It should never be for- 
gotten that clergymen were men ofeducation, that their 
wives were ladies of education also, and that they had 
naturally all the feelings of such aclass. The learned 
gentleman then proceeded briefly to enforce upon the 
laity the necessity of supporting the society, and he 
promised to do all in his power to promote its prosperity. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lewis seconded the reso:ution, 
and, in doing so, gave some instances of the miserable 
and disgraceful condition in which the families of some 
clergymen were left. In one case, which occurred in 
the county Galway, a clergyman died, leaving 11 
children, the eldest of whom was 12 years 
old, and the youngest six weeks. The gallant 
gentleman then made allusion to the spoliation of the 
Church Establishment, by the adjustment of the tithe 
system, and contended that the laity were in duty bound 
to compensate , in some degree, the loss occasioned to 
clergymen thereby. He concluded his observations by 
saying that the resolution had his hearty approbation. 
His Lordship then said he regretted that the eloquent 
appeals just made to the laity should. have been heard 
by so few, and that the response called forth in the heart 
of those present should be confined to clergymen in so 
great a degree. He thanked those of the laity, includ- 
ing particularly the ladies, who had attended, and 
hoped they would take all pains to bring the matter 
privately before all their acquaintances and friends. 
The proceedings having terminated, Alderman At- 
kinson moved the Right Hon. Joseph Napier to the 
second chair, when the thanks of the meeting were 
proposed to his Grace, not only for taking the 
chair on the occasion, but for his substantial patronage 
to hoth societies.

The Right Hon. the Recorder, sat yesterday in the 
Court-house, Green-street, for the purpose of hearing 
appeals. 

Cavanagh, appellant, 

The appeal in this case was from the decision of the 
police magistrates, who inflicted a penalty of £2 on the 
appellant, for refusing to admit a police-constable into 
his spirit grocery cstablishment, on the 11th September 
last. 

Mr. Charles R. Barry, Q.C., on behalf of the Crown, 
opposed the appeal, and Mr. E. A. Ennis for the ap- 
pellant. 

Mr. Ennis contended the decision of the magistrates 
could not be sustained, inasmtich as no evidence was 
given of the appellant being a spitit grocer, and licensed 
as such. 

Mr. Barry,Q.C., said, that in the summons issued from 
the police-office, the appellant was called on to produce 
his licence. 

Mr. Ennis contended that the appellant being sum- 
moned to produce his licence in the police-office did not 
necessarily compel him to produce it in this court. In 
a civil bill case, every notice served in the court below 
would be evidence in a superior court, and itaras made 
so by an express section. The omission to summon the 
appellant to produce his licence was one which it was 
but fair to give him the benefit of, because the penalty 
inflicted on him, if it were allowed to stand, would be 
an actual forfeiture of the licence. 

His Lordship said, that in acase of this kind, where a 
conviction would lead to the forfeiture of the*licence, he 
thought the appellant should have the benefit of any 
point which was in his favour. The decision of the 
magistrate, was accordingly reversed. 

Several other cases of a similar nature were decided 
on the same point. 

THE DONNYBROOK FAIR CASE. 
In the matter of Miss Dillon, appellant. 

This case came before the court by way of appeal 
from the decision of the divisional magistrates, Messrs. 
Stronge and M‘Dermott, who refused to grant a certi- 
ficate for renewal of licence to Miss Dillon, the owner 
of a public-house at Donnybrook, at the rear of which 
there is a place known as “ Dillon’s Field,” in which, for 
the last few years, the notorious nuisance of Donny- 
brook Fair has been revived. The magistrates, it will 
remembered, refused to grant the necessary certificate 
for obtaining a renewal of the licence on Dillon's house, 
in consequence of evidence of clergymen, and other - 
persons residing in the neighbourhood, being laid . 
before them, proving that the annual gathering in this 
field of the worst characters was 4 nuisance to the 
neighbourhood, and productive of the worst conse- 
quences to the unfortunate persons who attended it. 
From this decision the present appeal was brought.

Base Cor.—It appears from a return recently made 
to Government by Mr. Webster, the inspector and cus- 
todian of the counterfeit coin tothe Mint, that from the 
prisoners tried at the twelve sessions ofthe Central Cri- 
minal Court, between the 25th October, 1858, and 24th 
October, 1859, the below-mentioned almost incredible 
quantity of base coin was taken possession of—Sove- 
reigns, 38 ; hulf-sovereigns,46; crowns, 193; half- 
crowns, 1,000 ; florins, 422; shillings, 2,220: sixpences, 
465 ; and fourpences, 66—in all, 4,450 pieces, Tepre- 
senting a value of over £400. The total weight of metal 
used in making the coin was three-quarters of a hun- 
dred weight. ‘The Central Criminal Court has a juris- 
diction of sixteen miles round this cuurt, and this re- 
turn, which only embraces that area, it has been ca!lcu- 
lated represents about one-third of the base coin in cir- 
culation there. 


FRANCE. 

(FROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE GLOBE, ) 
Paris, Wepnespay Evexine.—Napoleon III. has 
broken through the meshes of red tape, and demolished 
the cobwebs of circumlocution. You have by telegraph 
his eutspoken, straighttorward, and business-like epistle 
to the Pope, who had begun the new year by calling his 
political manifesto, or pamphlet, an opuscolo full ot hy- 
pocrisy and perfidy. The French Emperor might re- 
taliate-on Roman diplomacy for the last ten years, 
propped up by his bayonets, Lut baffling by every ima- 
ginable shift his urgent remonstrances for reform of 
some sort. The loss of Romagna is the plain result of 
all this duplicity, and the loss of Ancona, with the 
Marches, Ombria, and Urbino (a dukedom to which 
Rome can show no valid title), is foreshadowed as in- 
evitable if the Antonelli system ¢ntinues. 

The Jews in the Roman Ghetto are preparing their 
memorial to Congress. The document is drawn up in 
Hebrew, and the signatures form a round robin in the 
same sacred hieroglyphics. They complain that by 
laws still extant they are debarred from exercising any 
mechanical craft, any liberal profession, any artistic 
pursuit. Even music they can neither profess or prac- 
tise, mt even ona “Jew’s-harp.’ In the Babylonian 
captivity the Assyrian tyrant rather encouraged them 
to “sing the canticles of Sion,” but on the banks of 
the ‘Tiber they are forced to hang up their harpsichoris 
on a rusty nail, though $ .ey may buy and sell old violins 
and guitars ad libitum. 

Thiers was spoken of as coming out with a pamphlet, 
defending the old abuses in Central Italy, much after 
the fashion of another retired and invalided official who 
seeks peg on which to hang a bundle ot spite and spleen 
against the existing depositories of authority; but hav- 
ing nothing new to urge, he merely reprints his speech 
in favour of the French expedition against the Romans 
in 1849, as if there was any similarity in the aflairs ot 
Romagna with the outbreak at Rome. 


The Frankfort Journal announces the arrivalat Vicuna 
of Comte de Montemolin: Henry Cing, Don Miguel 
Gustavus Vasa, Franz d’Este ex Modena, Franz Lor- 
raine ex Tuscany, are also there. Souloque is not yet 
arrived, perhaps there is an opposition Congress to be 
held. The same paper says that on the 2nd January, the 
citizens of Ulm got a grant of 5,000 florins from the Aus- 
trian Emperor for the Protestant cathedral in that town, 
which, in the penury of cash and the still greater lack 
of religious tolerance, is strange. 
Relative to theshutting up by the Paris police of lev. 
Archer Gurney’s chapel here, [am not without infor- 
mation, and as principle is involved the case ought to be 
stated. No. Protestant clergyman is at all so active 
among the poorer classes of English residents or so gene- 
ral a favourite, his modus operandi being in marked cou- 
trast with the salaried chaplaincy of the Embassy. Ile 
has two distinct and opposite elements at work to put 
him down. His zeal gives offence to the Roman Catholic 
curates of his district, and his avowed Puseyism aflords 
a pretext for Low Church indolence to find fault. [le 
propounds five sacraments, with a supplement regarding 
purgatory. As an old servant woman from Yorkshire 
describes him here, he “ lights wax tapers and burns 
nonsense in his chapel.” Such peculiarities 
create no row in Faubourg St. Honore, such as 
the Rev. Bryan King keeps up in East Lon- 
don. The pageantry and scenie effeci are harmless 
here. He advocates celibacy in clergymen, which is not 
relished by some, who, far from practising even mono- 
gamy, like Dr. Primrose, have made two successive 
marriages, netting enormous fortunes in both. As he 
holds no Church of England benefice, but adopts the 
voluntary system, is is hard to justify this interference 
with his ministry, and the dispersion of his flock of 400 
communicants. No injunction has come from any epis- 
copal quarter, and the police refuse to give any 
motive for their arbitrary act. He of course petitions 
the Emperor, . 
Yesterday Napoleon entertained his guest, the Princo 
of Orange, with a review on Place du Carousel, and 
pays every mark of respect to the Crown of Holland, one 
of the most dignified and sensible sovereignties in Fu- 
rope, ruling a contented and industrious kingdom, free 
from war comptications, and in quiet possession of both 
municipal and constitutional privileges.
